some “thrid party’ lease holder. 


But Mr. Giroux failed to get 
committee approval for his 
amendment to the bill to “ex- 
copt such areas as were, and are 
now, used as general hunting 
crounds for and by the public.” 
Mr. Hoadicy thought there was 
nothing to be gained by such an 
amendment, considered it im- 
practicable, in fact, and after 
turning a deaf car to Mr. Gir- 
oux lea that the clause stand 
over for possible compromise, 
had the bill's amending provisos 
carried by the ample weight of 
government opinion. 

Regulations and licensing in re- 
spect to fur farming will be-under 
the government in council, accord- 
ing to the bill, and the government 
may “authorize the minister to en- 
ter into an agreement with the Do- 
minion government for the lease of 
any Dominion lands and water areas 
in the province, for the propagation 
of fur-bearing animals, and to sub- 
let such artas to approved appli- 
eants under regulations of the Lieu- 
tenant Governor in Council.” 

Those Pop-Eyed Profits 

Members of the committee looked 
astounded when Mr. Hoadley. in dis- 
coursing on the great possibilities of 
fur farming in the province, referred 
to a case where a farmer had dis- 
posed of 8,000 musk rat pelts in his 
first season's catch from his own 
holdings, 6,000 the next year, and 
subsequently obtained a regular sup- 
ply annually, these skins bringing 
from $1 to $1.75 on the market. 

“This man is making an income 
that would interest the most of us 
here today’ remarked the minister. 

Against “Speculation” 

“The whole question has to be 
fone into very carefully with regard 
to these leases,’ stated Mr. Hoadley, 
“and the government is not yet pre- 
pared to say what will be done. I 
have had a large number of applica- 
tions for leasehold rights on certain 
ureas in the province for fur farm- 


ing purposes, but nothing has been 
done to grant these applications so 
far. I believe that as a general 


principle we should regard as a 
sanctuary the large areas of water 
in the province where wild life can 
le protected. We could get a reve- 
of $100,000 or more from such 


nue 
leases, but personally I will oppose 
the fur farming being put on a 


epeculative basis in this province. 
It is established that small lakes can 
be utilized very profitably by indi- 
vidual farmers for musk-rat raising, 
and even « “dry’ farming for rats 
can he guccessfully carried on.” 

Mr. Giroux battled to the 
finish in his desire to have 
northern trapplog and hunting 
vreas protected against “third 
party” lease holders, and was 
given support by Hugh Allen, 
Peace Hiver, Capt. J. T. Shaw, 
Bow Valley, George MaclLach- 
lan, Pembina, and Col. C, Y¥, 
Waoaver, Kimneonton, who urged 
the greatesc caution in granting 
leases to parti¢s who would 
“speculate” in fur at the ex- 
pense of the resident hunters 
und trappers. 

A. A. McGillivray, Calgary, warn- 
ed againstsgaining a reputation of 
“holding up” tourists in the province 
by asking them to pay $60 for a big 
game hunters’ license, when resid- 
ents paid but $5. Mr. Hoadley eaid 
the majority of the tourist hunters 
were wealthy and preferred to pay a 
substantial license and obtain the 
special right to do all their hunting 


at one time as provided by the 
amendment to the act, 
The amending bill was reported 


from committee for third reading.
